Give 
as lengthy a log as you ean. - Sometimes a station. can be logged shtisfactorily 
in a fow minutes, depending on what you hear. ‘Tape recordings are fine if you 
have the facilities and can afford the expense.., 

5. Don't make unreasonable requests of the station. Most stations operate with a 
small staff, and answering mail is a real burden. 

6. Imagine yourself on the receiving end of the report. How would you be impresse 
with what you serid a station if you were the Chief Engineer. 

7. Follow-up letters are worthwhile; be polite. Enclose postage again. 

8. Prepared cards usually get results if you like this method. Sometimes it's

The three week long break I was just forced totake from DXing really hurt the old Log, 
but now Itm back at it again. I recently got a letter from my old pal Don Jensen, P.° 
of ANARC, asking me to turn my direction-finding equipment on Radio Americas as a ques- 
ticn about, its location has recently been raised, I spent an evening on the problem & 
here's what I found, I know from other experiments that ths absolute calibration of my 
setup is good to within a degree, tut for greater accuracy (and for a mumber of theo- 
retical reasons) I chose to measure the angle between Americas & Belize-@34, The aver- 
age of 100 independant vearings on Belize was found to be 216.2 degrees. Since the 
computer says the besring to Belize should be 215/5 degrees, the calibration seeme to 
be off by about 0.7 degrees, which is reasonable. I then took a series of 100 bearings 
on Americas &@ got an average of 203.2 degrees, Since the distribution of angles ‘seemed 
to be skkwadda bit & I could hear a jammer in the backgrourd, I teok'a second series 
of 100 bearings on Americas a few hours later, This average came out to. 202.7 degrees, 
or different from the first run by 0.5 degrees. This is more variation. that I usually 
get between two rune this extensive & I believe it is ime to the presence of the jam- 
mer. The computer says the difference in angles between Belze & Swan should be exactly 


8.0 degrees, but-we observe a difference of 13/3 degrees between Belize & the averaged 


value for Anericas. Tha best beating for Americas passes a bit § of Swan.Is., right 
through Grand Cayman & Corn Is., & 4 bit S of San Jose, C.R. Statistiéal analysis 
shows it is unlikely that the observed error & due to chance alona, I was unable to 
use the scopes nuller to get rid of the janmer because the primary jammer seems to be 
FM, not AM. I've tried to calclate how much effect to expect from an EM jammer on Cu. 
ba but, it became too hairy & I was forced’ to quit. My. conclusion is that Americas is 
either on the Swan Island patn or close to it. Tne observen anomaly is probatity due to - 
one of the following: 1. Incorrect coords used for Swan (I used 17 d, -aat N, d. 558 W). 
or 2) More Cuban jamming power is located B of the path from Swan than W of it, there- 
fore the bearing is pulled slightly Eastward, I med other Dxers! w/loops to eupply 
bearings to triangulate with. Anyone interested please contact me. I'll give all dee 
tails & instructions about how to take the data, It'll be a cpuple of hours work but 
the results night be real interesting!

It scems to me a complete answer 
to the repeated suggestions for a list of non-verifyers.
